The proposed after final amendment will not be considered because the changes 
will not simplify the issue. The inclusion of the "exhaustion channel" in claim 2 made the 
Examiner to interpret the vacuum tank as being connected via a channel and also 
caused issues concerning "conduits" and "lines". The elimination of such passage to 
connect the vacuum tank to the cavity will not place the claims in condition for 
allowance and will raise an issue in regards to the enablement of the invention. Even if 
the proposed after final amendment is entered, dependent claims 2 and 3 still claims the 
use of an exhaustion channel to the vacuum tank.
